1 . FOLLOWING ARE REPLIES TO QUESTIONS CONTAINED REFTEL: 

A. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE SPECIFIC OR GENERAL PENAL 
LEGISLATION PUNISHING THE OFFER, SOLICITATION, GIVING OR 
RECEIPT OF MONIES OR OTHER THINGS OF VALUE TO INFLUENCE 
OR ATTEMPT TO INFLUENCE OFFICIAL ACTIONS? 

ANSWER: YES. ARTICLES 156 THROUGH 166 OF THE PENAL 
CODE PROVIDE FOR FINES AND PRISON TERMS OF UP TO 10 YEARS 
FOR PUBLIC EMPLOYEES (INCLUDING JUDGES) WHO DIRECTLY OR 
INDIRECTLY SEEK OR ACCEPT MONEY OR ANY OTHER THING OF 
VALUE TO INFLUENCE OFFICIAL DECISIONS OR ACTIVITIES. THE 
PERSON GIVING OR OFFERING THE BRIBE MAY BE JAILED FOR UP TO 
FIVE YEARS. 

B. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE ANY LAWS OR REGULATIONS REQUIRING 
DISCLOSURE OF PAYMENTS MADE TO OR FOR THE BENEFIT OF GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS? 
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(PARA. 3, SUPARAS. C AND D) IS GIVEN LITERAL INTERPRETATION. 

THIS ARTICLE PROVIDES THAT COMPANIES, IN PREPARING THEIR 
ANNUAL REPORTS, MUST ITEMIZE EXPENSES FOR ADVERTISING AND 
PUBLIC RELATIONS. AND CONTRIBUTIONS OF MONEY OR OTHER GOODS TO 
PRIVATE OR LEGAL ENTITIES. SEVERAL ARTICLES OF THE CONSTI- 
TUTION AND ARTICLE 172 OF THE POLICE CODE REGULATE CERTAIN 
POLITICAL RIGHTS, INCLUDING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS, WHICH 
ARE RESERVED TO COLOMBIANS. SEVERAL DECREE LAWS REQUIRE 
THE LISTING ON TAX RETURN OF DONATION OR CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
GOVERNMENT ENTITIES OR TO NON-PROFIT ORGANIZATIONS IF THE 
DONOR WISHES TO TAKE A DEDUCTION. 

C. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE ANY LAWS OR REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
THE INVOLVEMENT OF AGENTS IN SALES OR INVESTMENT TRANSACTIONS 
WITH THE GOVERNMENT? 

ANSWER: YES. ARTICLES 32 AND 33 OF DECREE 150 OF 
1976 GENERALLY PROHIBIT THE GOVERNMENT FROM MAKING AWARDS 
TO OR ENTERING INTO CONTRACTS WITH NATURAL OR IURIDICAL 
PERSONS WHO ARE NOT REGISTERED WITH THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
OR, IN SOME INSTANCES, WITH THE GOVERNMENT AGENCY AWARDING 
THE CONTRACT. ARTICLES 1317 THROUGH 1331 OF THE COMMERCIAL 
CODE APPLY TO AGENTS WHETHER THEY DEAL WITH THE PRIVATE 
SECTOR OR THE GOVERNMENT, HOWEVER, NO SPECIFIC REFERENCE IS 
MADE TO SALES OR INVESTMENT TRANSACTIONS WITH THE GOVERNMENT. 
BRIEFLY, THESE ARTICLES COVER ESTABLISHMENT AND TERMINATION 
OF AN AGENCY AGREEMENT, THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF AGENTS AND 
THE APPLICABILITY OF COLOMBIAN LAW TO CONTRACTS SIGNED OR 
EXECUTED IN COLOMBIA. 

D. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE LEGISLATION PROHIBITING OR 
RESTRICTING POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS BY INDIVIDUALS OR 
COOPORATIONS? 

ANSWER: YES. ARTICLE 172 OF THE POLICE CODE PROHIBITS 
FOREIGNERS (WHICH CAN PROBABLY BE INTERPRETED TO INCLUDE 
FOREIGN COPRATIONS AS WELL AS INDIVIDUALS) 

FROM MAKING CONTRIBUTIONS TO POLITICAL CAMPAIGNS. IN 
ADDITION, SEVERAL ARTICLES OF THE CONSTITUTION LIMIT THE 
POLITICAL ACTIVITIES OF FOREIGNERS. CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, WHETHER BY 

COLOMBIANS OR FOREIGNERS, COULD LEAD TO PROSECUTION 
UNDER THE CRIMINAL CODE. 
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E. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE ANY LAWS OR REGULATIONS 
REQUIRING DISCLOSURE OF POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS BY 
INDIVIDUALS OR CORPORATIONS? 

ANSWER: YES. SEE ANSWER TO QUESTION B. 

F. DOES COLOMBIA HAVE ANY LAWS OR REGULATIONS 
PROHIBITING THE OFFER, SOLICITATION, PAYMENT OR RECEIPT 
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OF KICKBACKS OR OTHER UNDISCLOSED PAYMENTS OR COMMISSIONS 
TO INFLUENCE THE COPORATE DECISION-MAKING PROCESS IN 
CONNECTION WITH COMMERCIAL TRANSACTIONS NOT INVOLVING 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS OR AGENCIES? 

ANSWER: THERE IS NO SPECIFIC NORM. HOWEVER. BY 
INTERPRETATION, ARTICLE 200 OF THE COMMERCIAL CODE 
MIGHT APPLY. THIS ARTICLE MAKES THE ADMINISTRATS 
OF A COMPANY RESPONSIBLE FOR DAMAGES TO THE COMPANY, 

THE STOCKHOLDERS OR THIRD PARTIES IF THESE DAMAGES 
RESULT FROM FRAUD OR NEGLIGENCE ON THE PART OF THE 
ADMINISTRATORS.
